Pyramid work in 1885-9 had proved the 
builder to be Senusert TH, ata had diced an 
entrance Into the pyran on the SE. Ge 
plan, Pete, ann, phi) this Rowever, was too 
oval to adic the sateopliagus, which te still in 
Position fn the burial chatter. A passage resing 
oth Ke to the foot of another shat wich required 
favestigation, as wall as a pt illod with Water 
clone 10 the fost of he entrance shaft tee Well, 
PL xxl In view of subsequent discoveries round 
{he wi dynasty pyramids at Dababur and Lot 
Fe was obviously tost desirable to move all the 
Ars which encamtcl the ste, and seach every 
foot of rock surlace within the Leck ensure wal 
for posible royal tombs.

S. The tock foroation of the site consists of a 
seit art, with veins of sphate of lime. This i 
i places everlald wih a hard compact ivestoe, 
The grosnd oa the SE. of the pytamid is of 
this hard eck, while the marl outcrops all over 
the SW, of the pyramid enclosure, and also 
a the east. The ste was otginally a rocky’ slope, 
High ener and east: this she was levelled by 
citing down into the rock, and building up the 
‘wide area ofthe trees around the pyzamid with 
‘hips cm the SE. The fll details uf the eon- 
‘rucion wll be given in a subsequent volume, 
but some description is necessary in onder to under- 
‘stand the relation of the tm of the princesses lo 
the pyramid its.

in pl, xxi. The pyramid was immediately sar- 
‘rounded by a wideand shallow trench filled anciently 
‘with clean sand and encload by a stone wall 
‘This, again, was encompassed by a brick wall 16 
feet thick and some 30 feet high at the NW, 
while only @ course oe two at best remained on the 
fouth, Outside this, a single line of trees Bad heen 
planted in circular pits sunk in the reck and filled 
With soi, Inthe space between the stone and brick 
walls, on the south, lay the four shaft tombs for 
members of the royal family. 

‘These tombs, with the pyramid shaft wpencd in 
‘the previous excavations, are the only pits that 
have been found In the enckosure. Kelerence to 
the general plan in ph 23a wil show the postion 
‘of these tombs, where they are numbered 9. 7, 10, 
and 8. The pyramid shalt appears just inside the 
stone wall, The "trench ” marked om the plan 
the east of Uhe shaft is for the foundation of te 
stone wall, wot the samdilled trench referred 
above.

44 Tu construction of this tomb is wery cutis 
In thaee than one respec, there being wo distinct 
sets of chambers, and two modes of entrance. The 
plans and scctons are given om pl xait There 
dre no remains whatever of any buikings on the 
rfc, which i hee soft mal, nites stone pe 
Pings Hor signs of brickwork, Thete still eis 
2 enrie of two of the pyramid enckoure wall dee 
by tothe south, though i has entry diappeared 
farther westward. 1 scoms ‘ponible, therfore, 
that no mastabas én eomsection with these tombs 
ver east het, point which i strengthened by 
the ieeguacity in the position of the four shafts 
With regan to eich other. There iso sign of a 
Syste in their arrangement. 

‘All he shafts ate of the wal type, rectangular in 
plan to allow of the sircplagas and coins being 
lowered horizontally. They sine no traces of a 
brick lining, the tk for the upper potion being 
of god quality. ‘There is no evidence as to bom 
the shafts were close, whether they were filled i 
cor were fooled over. The débris at the mouth of 
the shaft of Tomb 9 contained animal boars, but

“The shaft is suk Ginto soft mat, and is 36 f, 
45 in dexp. ‘The unasual featore of this tomb is 
the long stairway of forty-four steps, descending to

Tomb 10, ‘The Pyramid Entrance Tom 
& This tomb, of which plans and a section are 
seven in pil, isthe thot interesting of the four, 
We hase again the usual state of affairs where an 
upper tomb gives access toa secnnd one at a lower 
level. Here, however, there is no sign of change of 
plan, except as regards the final use to which the 
fain tomb was pat. The upper part, which was 
finished, as far at can be seem, consists of a wide 
Shait 28 ft 4 im, deep, with the usual ante 


chamber, A, leading to the sarenphagus chamber, 
D, out of which on the east open the eanopic reer, 
, and the offering chamber, E- In the flor of the 
shaft is a stall pit, G, which contained oflerings 
(Gee Sect. 15), feature not found elsewhere. 

‘The sarcophagus chamber, with its appreaches, 
are all Fined with blocks of fine white Hinestone, 
‘uninseribed. Blocks of the same stone were used 
‘to close the tomb at the foot of the shaft, two of 
‘them being still in position. The antechamber A 
is only partly lined with the limestone, the upper 
part of the valls being of plain smoothed rock, 
And it may have been intended t root it with slabs. 
resting on the walling Mocks. Inthe west wall 
high up fsa recess (marked B on the plan) of irregular 
‘shape Wor a statue). One of the paving shibs 
‘has buen broken in two, andl has fale thtoogh into 
the secondary shaft Ti, which underlies 8. The 
sarcophagus chamber shows no signs of spoilers” 
work’ it wns half filled with abr, which con 
ined nothing except a scrap of a Tate wooden 
nthropoid voli, anda green felpar searab of 
[oor work with @ plain base. 

‘9, The long corrhdor, J. running worth, connects 
‘at its southers end widh ie bottoun of the Seenedasy 
shaft Hout of which i opens om the east.

‘runs from the west shle of the shaft. All access 
‘was prevented by: blocking up the soothera cod uf 
the cotridor with Iimestone Wicks of various shapes 
and sizes, The robbers, however, have easly over- 
‘come this resistance by outflanking. «¢. breaking 
faway the comer of the sock formed by the west 
wall of the coeror and the south wall of the shaft, 
rs ahown on the plan. The corridor J has a vaulted 

nd there are indications that the walls were 
‘whitened, Tk leads t0 the lower tomb, which is 
‘of the same type and arrangeanent as Teanb 9 (wet), 
‘though the dimensions vary semewhat. Noattempt 
thas been made to line the walls with ext stone, 
and hence there is ao counterpart to the ante- 
chamber E in Tomb 0, which was formed by merely 
lining part of the corridor. The barrel roofs are 
‘exactly the same in arrangement as those of Tomb 9, 
Dut cut im the rock instead of im the limestone 
roofing beams. 

‘These lower chambers were opened in 1889, when 
the shaft, 0, was discovered, and it was through 
them that the pyramid passages were entered by 
means of the corridor, the commencement of which 
‘smarked L inthe plan and section, But it was not

First, we triad a chain of men from the pit to 
some way along the corridor, shore the buckets 
‘were eanptied, but the water percolated s0 rapidly 
rough the tuck that aw permanent result could 
be cbtained. It was a diticul, if pot impossible, 
‘matter torig pore, owing tothe depth and mttow= 
nes of the shaft O; and to gull up buckets of 
water fo the surtace would have bech a hopeless 
preceeding. Finally we statianel seven oe eight 
fairs of men on wooden platiorns whieh Mr. Engels 
‘bach fixed in the shaft, and had a eontinaous stream, 
of bockets going up to be empticd on the hard, 
impervious rock at the surface.

Another ile of four Himestone beeks remains 
against the jambs of the sarcophagas chamber D.

15, (Plan and section, pl. xsi), This tomb, 
which i the most easterly of tv foar, bs the roughest 
Jn construction. It was used for the bural of 
princess under Amenemhat HH, at leas thirty 
years after the death of Seninert 1, ant this will 
Siffiiently account fr the want of eae taken fa 
its preparation. The shalt isthe shallowest of the 
four, being only a2 ft, 8 in. dhwp; the bottom 
‘of it has Deen lft quite rough, aah there fs no pit 
for offerings nor wees. Some frogivents of tee 
‘were found in the rubbibh riear the mouth of the 
shalt, but there was nothing to show whore they 
had come from. 

‘The antecharnber A has bert et in the reugh 
the tock walls are cut back in the upper part, 
leaving a shelf as usual; and above this theve are 
‘some shallow cuttings om the west wall (oem fi 
the section) and a niche, ‘The soot throvghwat the 
tem has fallen away, and isin bu contin every= 
‘where. In the west wall at flor level t the trees 
2; 40 inches high, north side 62 inet, south 
64 inches, and width jo inches The walle are 
Ihatd fa! showing tool marks everysehers, and so 
smooth surfaces, though the faces ate falrly Aa 
‘The whole is roughly cut, aid off the square. The 
oof slopes from front to back ari frm north 0 
south, In our later work im 2920 an vwllering 
chamber was found, which will be deseribed ia the 
‘ext volume. ‘The chamber contained common 
pottery, animal bones. a few beads, and 2 arse 
Alabaster jar with magical inscription.

CHAPTER V

40. Wim one of {wo trifling exceptions, the 
‘whale of the objects found in the recess are shoven 
in the plates, either in colored photographs, plain 
photographs ur line drawings. Professor Petrie has 
‘iho drawn constructional details of dhe fasteners, 
fete, Tam indebted to him forall the deseriptions 
‘of formatieas ati the tecical details which are 
given below. No ane eae has examined the jewel 
ery at all; and most of the things were covered 
with mad when Ffrst gave them to bin. This he 
‘washed off with plain water, avoiding any rubbing 
in washing or drying, which would have altered the 
face of the gold 

The arrangements and threading of the neck= 
aces and bracelets were done for exhibition pur- 
‘poses and though sn some eases there is ditect 
‘evidence, and in others circumstantial evide 
for these reconstructions, they cannot be token as 
‘satisfactory in all cays; and many of the dificuties 
still await salution, 














( The Crown 
4t. Plate ¥. (Cairo Muwum.) Details, pls. xt 
and ii, 

‘This consists of a plain, alont eneular band of 
‘gold, ornamented with 15 rosettes arwind it of 
{gold inka, and in front with the royal wraeus, also 
Jnlid. “At the back a tube of gold had been riveted. 
‘ono the bund cn the iuside with three rivets. On 
this rested a solid gold. papyrus (7) flower, These 
together served as a socket forthe stem of the gold 
feathers Three pairs of streamers of gold hung 
down, ene om either sie, and ane at the back ; they 
‘were Suspended from hinges attached to the rosettes. 

“The band is of highly burnished gold, perfectly 
plain, 192 nina (75 inches) across from side to side,

155. The crown certainly appears to be cere: 
‘monial head-ress; itis qoite difieent in character 
from the fight and graceful eorenets at Dahshur, 
The presence of the uracus isnot indicative of the 
Iighest rank = Princess Nub-hetep at Dabshu wore 
‘ove om her eoranet, and she is not given any high 
title. Bot the feathers, in Profeswn Petri’s 
‘opinion, may be the insignia of the heires-queen, 
and, if sch be the eas, it would show that the black 
{raite tithes " Great Mlumd nefer ect" were hers, 
fn spite of the evidence of the Canopics, which, 
however, could ave teen prepared before she was 
‘queen. ‘She miight then be the queen who was 
‘worshipped years before in the temple of Kahun as 
the * Younger Bonus wefer hes.” 

‘36. Could the whole of the jewellery have been 
Drought from another tomb? There is no reason 
‘whatever to suppose this. The tomb itself and the

tainly early, 

‘All the jewellery was clearly personal and not 
funerary. There is no sign anywhere of sham or 
flimsy work. Evexything 4» made for actual wear, 
Although all word Jas disappeared, any’ gohdeat 
‘covering of such would have remained, and there 
‘was no sign of goldseaf in the casket, "Further, the 
‘eemamicots show signs of war, and where inlay

There is no hacen to imagine that any of these 
‘ornaments were ever on the mummy. At Dabshor 
the prctorals and diadems were not found on the 
unsanics, ith the exception of Nubehetep’s dia- 
dem: moe were the cowties oF Hon-heads or amne- 
Uysts oF couchant Hons, or “mottos.” Bruedlets 
abd aiklets were fed on mmutnmies, and alo in 
the chambers: searabs were not found of mummies, 
bot calls more especially were, So were the 
(ghzed bead-balts.

Cariously, not a single ine lanl 
ead was found. They were found in Tombs 7, and 
ako at Dakshur, but not one here. Curiously’ also, 
‘bot & single piece of gle was found, if we except 
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the white paste, which was used in an exceptional 
‘way. Glaze was fonnd both in Tomb 7 and alo at 
Dahahur, but apparently only far searabs, whips 
land belts, Senebtist used fvory and brown paste 
for beads.
